The boys stu- 
cied Health also, Daily Health 
charts were given to each mem- 
ber to keep, 

The Dairy Foods study for 
November was on makine milk 
drinks in-the girls clubs while 
the boys studied planting for- 
est trees and measuring and 
selling pulpwood. 

A joint demonstration on 
home beautification was held 
in December where specific 
planning -and identification of 
shrubbery were emphasized, 

Clothing was studied during 
Jenuary and Februa ry with the 
girls. Color and selection of 
he fabrics for dresses in Jan- 
uary, and putting in a zipper 
and making a gathered shirt 
for the juniors in February. 
January and February demon- 
strations for the boys were 4-H 
club projects, tractor pro- 
fram, measuring Back Fat and 
buying seed corn. 

A joint demonstration on 
“Electricity” will be given in 
March. Mr. Paul Donaldson, 
Rural advisor of the Alabama 
Power Company, will assist 
with a phase’ of electricity 
which should be helpful to the 
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rural boys and girls, 

Aprils’ study for the girls 
will’ be on “Poods Making Oat- 
meal Cookies,” while the boy’s 
lesson includes “Controlling 
Bitterweeds.” 

During April and May, eli- 
minations in the various con- 
tests, talent, dress, dairy foods, 
public speaking and foods will 
be held, along with the Raily 
tentatively set for May 2. 

The 1957-58 program has 
been enriched by the contribut- 
ion of Mr. Al L, Vreeland, pas- 
tor of the Presbyterian Church 
in Enterprise, who wrote the 
inspiring devotions tor the 
year. They have been profita- 
ble, and enjoyed by the ones 
hearing them. 

Home Beautification Study 
Proves Helpful for 4-H Cluh 
Members. : 


A joint meeting'of the 18 
girls’ and 16 boys’ 4-H clubs 
was held during the month of 
December with 1051 attending. 
The demonstration was presen- 
ted by the home agent and 
was approached from the 
standpoint of being inexpen- 
sive, and a project which 
could be grown into with long 
time planning. Charts were 
shown outlining the three areas 
around the home, the publie 
recreational and the service 
areas, A flannel board was us- 
ed to illustrate “balanced” 
plans, as well as location of 
trees and shrubs. Slides were 
shown of homes in the county 
pointing out various foul and 
bad features, 

Samples of shrubbery were

Durine January, the study 
was followed up with a review 
on identification. Alice Wilson 
of Curtis identilied more cut- 
lings than any other 4-Her in 
the county, identifying 64 per 
cent of the plants shown.

ALL-OUT PLAN 
OUTLINED FOR 
COTTON CROP 


Auburn— An all-out pro- 
gram to help Alabama fariners 
make a high yield on evary acre 
planted tg cotton this year 
Was outlined here today by API 
Extension Director P. O. Davis. 

Davis's statement came short- 
iy after the Agricultural Sta- 
bilization and Conservation 
Committee announced in Mont 
fomery that only about 260,- 
000 of the state’s 1,035,000 al- 
Jotted cotton acres can go into 
the Soil Bank’s reserve. This 
leaves 775,000 acres on which 
larmers can grow cotton in 
1958. 

“Now is the time for all who 
are interested in cotton in any 
way to back a drive for highest 
possible yiexis and net income 
on all cotton land,” said Davis. 
He pledged that county agents 
and other porsonnel of the 
Extension Service “will do ey- 
crything humanly possible in 
this connection.” 


Poor Cotton Year 

In 1957, a poor cotton year, 
Alabama farmers grew 135,- 
000 acres of cotton, averaged 
$46 pounds of lint per acre, 
and grossed $89 million on the 
crop. The per-acre average 
£ross was about $121; payments 
on the 265,300 cotton acres 
that farmers placed in the Soil 
Bank averaged $57 per acre. 

“I am confident that, barring 
usually bad weather, farmers 
who do plant cotton this year 
Stand to net more per acre 
than Soil Bank payments would 
have given them,” continued 
Davis. “For example in 1955, a 
£00d cotton year, farmers av- 
eraged 478 pounds of lint per 
&cre and grossed $186 per acre, 
about three times what the 
per-acre Soil Bank payment 
will average in 1958. 

Davis did not try to gloss 
over the fact that many far- 
mers are bitterly disappointed 
because they could not put 
their cotton in the Soil Bank. 
“I am fully aware of this fact, 
and I am sympathetic. But as 
the state ASC committee has 
explained, funds available were 
jar from enough to take care 
of all farmers who wanted to 
rent their cotton land to the 
fovernment.” 

Need High Yields 

Now that the Soil 
question has been pon, 
Davis said it is vital for grow- 
ers to turn full attention on 
how they can make the nceded 
high yields.

Davis urged every cotton 
farmer to work closely with 
his county agent and to follow 
recommended practices in 
Planting, fertilizing, control- 
ling insects, and so forth. 

He warned that failire to 
plant each farm’s full allot- 
ment, or to release it to coun- 
ty ASC offices for distribution 
to other farms, could result in 
further decline in cotton acre- 
age, both on the individual 
farm in the state’s total allot- 
ment. Over the years, most a- 
creage lost by underplanting 
the allotments has moved to 
the West, thus improving that 
area’s cotton economy ai Ala- 
bama’s expense. : 

One special help for farmers, 
concluded Davis, is a new Ppub- 
lication, “Cotton Handbook for 
Alabama armerFs,” written by 
Extension Agronomist Jasper 
Jernigan and available free 
from county agents.
